From a sketoh of Cardinal d'Andrea by his
Becretary we make the following extracts; —

Two years and a half before the period at
which my narrative opens, the unpopularity
of the Cardinel Minister gave hopes to his
opponents in the Sacred College thut the Pope
might be induced to recommend his resigaa-
tion. Three Monsignori were especially ac-
tive. A plot was formed to denounce in con-
clave the measures of Antonelli,. Two of the
eabinet were prepared to resign their port-
folion rather thau share the popular odium of
serving under him, Three Cardinals were
rivately nominsted as a cabinet, Bnt the
ion wns wary. He had information of all the
plot. The conclave was not summoned on
the day expected. The two cabinat ministers
were promoted and fthe three recaleitrant
Monsignori were sent abroad on embassies,

But the prime movers of the scheme wore
boyond lus reach, and all the more to be
feared and bated. They had the ear of the
Pope, too. This was not mneb; for, after all,
the real power in lome is the Cardinal Minis-
ter. Obstinate as is the Pops on some

ints, the general tone of his character is
indecision. On one point he is easily in-
flamed. To suggest the least renuncistion of
his dignities, Lis whe would vestore the most
ebsolete of thein, I8 Nieresy and treason.
Here the Oardinel Liinister, able at all times
to obtain private andiezce of the Pope, had a
decided advantage over his opponents,  With
a consummate knowledge of chavacter, & per-
feot master of words, he had learned to
mould the unsuspocting Pontifl at will, 1t
was not remarkable, therefore, thut as a re-
sult of these insinuntions, the Popa, very
poor at all disgnises, shonld show & coldnesy
and Aawnteur to Lis supposed secreb enomies,

The sentiments of Cardinal d'Andrea were
well known. Je had broken throngh the
traditional rules of the Seeret Conszistory,
which merely assents to measnres proposed
by the ministry, by declaring his right, as a
Prince of the Church, to spoak his senti-
menta. The debate thns opened bronght
forth others less resolute, who, althongh feel-
ing strongly on the sibject, wanted some one
else to begin. To aceept the proposition of
the Cabinet of Tarin, approved of by France
and Austria secretly, was the gist of the Car-
dinal d'Andrea’s argnment, Tt was playing
into his cnemy's hand, From that day the
Pope's confidence was gone. This was all
the Oardinal Minister desired. The timid
and irresolute saw the Cardinal’s star was on
the decline, and held aloof necordingly. Bnt

anciont grandenr of the Roman people, their
capacity for pood, the benafits l.hst might
accrue from a constitutional government like
England's, or such as Cavour and Ricasoll
llo'rtlght to found in Italy, those inspired him
with the most ardent zeal.
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The Cardinal retired early, and it bein
moonlight and very fine, resolved to senc
back the mrnnﬁ ¢ and walk home. He walked
in company with his secrotary, a servant as
usnal attending at a little distance, He had
passed into the Corso, when n man suddenly
started out of the small and dark Via Fonta-
nella di Borghese. The Cardinal suspected
harm, but by the moonlight, at that moment
somewhat olonded, he thought he yecognized
the person. It was a celebrated politician,
who dared not have open intercourse with
any one, for fear of compromising them; and
he conveyed the unwelcome intelligence that
the Oardinal’s life was in imminent danger,
He could not say how the conspiracy was to
be effected, but those who planned it were
too fearful and revengeful, and their emis-
sariés too mercenary to fail.  Every moment
was of importance,

A plan was speedily devised. The Hon-
Mr. K- was leaving at 2 o'clock, in his
[ private earringe, for Civita Veochia, to eateh
the French steamer touching at Civita Vee-
chia at balf-past 12 next day, on her way to
Naples. The secretary knew Mr, K-——, an
ardent member of the Church of England,
greatly admired the Cardinal. On arriving
at the palace, he haslily exchanged his cas-
sock for n clerionl coat, and throwing a large
clonk over all, he stealthily made his way to
the Hotel d'Angleterre, where Mr, K—— was
staying. Fearful of espionage, he took a very
circuitons way, and arrived just as Mr, K-———
entered, His errand was briefly told, and
the generons Englishman proposed that the
Cardinal should accompany him, disguised as
o friend whose name appeared in nis pass-
port, The friend, on being consulted, agreed,
and the secretary left, promising to be ready
ut a certain street with the Cardinal, where
the carringe was to take him up.

On his return the Cardinal could hardly be
prevailed on to agree to this arrangement,
desiring to face the denger and appedal to the
Pontiff. Dut the IToly Father would ask,
“Who in the ulll':u)‘?" '“'Illlf :’.'I!.-Illl he rr'p}y?
And then a discovery that their plans were
known would only render thoin more assidn-
ous in bringiny things to an issue. At present
there was rensonable presumption that thag
did vot impgine aty oue j..i.lfl";l‘sl‘ié"! of their
design.  Fiom a distance, the Cardinal eould
stnte kis views, and demand shiisluclory re-
dress. These, and nnmerons othor ressons
connected with the state of Roma, subse.
quently prevailed, and s eminence pat on
thie beard and moustache our English friend
had given ug, (a fortunate velic of the Carni-
val) and with the aid of a large Inverness cepe
and white wideawnke, was splendidly dis-
guised. It wunted two hoars and a half of the
time, The Cardinal never lost his presence
of mind, but was gloomy and, foreboding.
At lost we enlled the valet, devoted to his
master, and informed him of the plam. He
wis to pretend illness on the part of the Car-
dingl. He listened carefully to his instrme-
tions and exclaimed, “*Eminence, your shoes
and stoekings!” We looked down and saw
that the patent leather, low clerical shoes with
gold buckles, and the red silk stockings, were
very obvious betrayals of the rank of the dis-
mised. No lay shoues and stockings ware at
hand, until the valet bethought him of his
own. Hastily effecting the cxchange, the
Cardinal passed ont of the palace nlone, not
suffering any one to accompany him,

The whole of the next day passed heavily,
but no inguiries were mada for his eminence,
As his valet ouly waited on him, the other

The
Cardinal d'Andrea became, therefore, the
leader of the liberal policy of Cavour, in
Rome—the chosen of the people, The far-
seeing minister recognized thedanger of this,
A vain and impolitic person, by some preeipi-
tancy, might have compromised himself. Not
so this man, Here let me endeavor to give a
slight skefch of the Cardinal d'Andrea, neces-
sarly imperfect, a8 pen and ink sketches
always are,

He had been bred for the army, and served |
in the Noble Guards for three years, His
military training imparted an upright and
commanding carriage to his person, and me- |
thodical and precise habits in the manage-
ment of his affairs. His disposition was
essentially gontlemanly, Disdaining the
mean and tricksy diplomacy of the Vatican
back-stairs, he had always beon distingnished
for genuine and open conduel, He had read
much, and of a style of literature to which
most men in his position are strangers,
The ban of the “‘Index" did not prevent
his candid examination of any book., Thus
he was quite «u fait with the various philo.
sophical schools of thought of the period,

Vell read in history, he was a believer in
réform, Here he clashed violently with his |
great foes, the Jesuits, No word is more de-
tested by them than reforin. When the Abbot
Casaretto attennpted the reformation of the |
Benediotine order, he was viewed with the
greatest suspicion, and discountenanced on
every hand; but by the aid of Cardinal
d'Andrea he suceeaded in altering the lazy,
apathetic body of St. Panl's Extra Muros into
the active working order of Santo Seholas.
ticn, engaged in the ancient work of the
Benedictines—schools and literatnre,

The Cardinal 0'Andren, ns protector of this
oxder, obtained the approval and benediction
of the Pope for Casaretto, to the discomfi-
ture of his enemies, But, viewing the Jesnits
a8 the foes of reform, his scheme was to
destroy their influence in the public schools,
Every one knows that by these the order
obtains its ascendancy in Rome. Two thou.
sand boys go to confession to the Jesnits
every featival of 8t. Aloyains,

In his religions wviews, the Cardinal,
although a rigid Catholie, was by no means
higoteﬁ. Like Pere Hyacinthe, he could see
and value the good in Protestants. He read
their books, and studied the points of con-
troversy. In his manners he was always self-

, urbane, and polite, Unexacting
toward his inferiors, bul demunding all the
honors due to his rank from those disposed
to forget them. To mneedy priests
of good morals he was wniformly |
generous, always obtaining for thewm gome

ent, Literary men were alwavy
welcomed and assisted. He corresponded
with some of the most distingni Eurg.
pean statesmen, He never redorted to the |

domesties easily belicved that he was indis-
posed. 'Two days after, the secretury hastily
sceanned the *“*Giornale di Roma,” where he
saw the departure of Mr, K——— announced,
and that of his friend. The wvalet, poor fel-
low, though somewhat obese and awkward,
execnted un eccentric pas soud in token of his
satisfaction at the news, then broke out into
a fervent Ave Maria for his master's safety,
Four days elapsed, and a summons came to
attend the Consistory. Thon it was an-
nounced that the Cardinal had left for Naples.
The letter he soon afterwards published, con-
taining his sentimenis on the temporal
power and his indigoant protest against the
personal ill-treatment he had received, ex-

cited  great and universal Comw-
ment, The recent publication of
Padre Passaglin's pamphlet added

to the interest of this letter. It farnished
the Cardinal Minister with fitting pretext for
vindictive measures. 'The absent Cardinal
was denonnced as a traitor, and no one dared
defend him. One Cardinal, indeed, spokea
few deprecatory words in his behalf, but he
wonld have been silent had he not received
a threat from a powerful person that unless
he defended D'Andrea, his share in a cortain
conspiracy would be revealed to the Minis-
ter. 'Whatever was the grief of the
Holy Father—and we are warranted in
believing it to have been considerable—
or the secret indignation of the Ha-
cred College, the Cardinal D'Andrea was de-
spoiled of all his offices and emoluments.
The object of this persecution was then
located in ill-furnished lodgings on the Chiaja
at Naples, sorely distressed for money. More
than this, his good name was suffering, It
wits omrrently roported that he had led on
others into danger, and then deserted them,
The Roman Committee feared they wonld be
unable to control popular fury. These anxie-
ties affected the Cardinal's health, and by
advice of friends he appealed to the Pope,
The answer was that, on an unreserved sub-
mission to the decision of his Holiness, he
might return, with full assurance that the
past would be forgotten. )

A week after receiving this assuranee he
returned. A complete statement of his views
and reasons for espousing them was drawn up
and sent to the Holy Father. Daily a sum.
mons was expected to his presence. Then
the Cardinal resolved to mssert bis right to an
audience, and repaired to the Vatican, He
was informed that all his eommunications to
the Pope were to pass throngh the hands of
the Cardinal Becrotary. To sue to his worst
foe—this was the climax of bitterness. The
high spirit of his eminence never recovered
this indignity. The Holy Father was all this
time informed that the Cardinal had returned,
but was recusant, and rejected all overtures
After ﬂ‘lnut r(l:)pulqd: the
Cardinal made no further offorts, but it was
easy to see he suffered acutel [\: He sepmed,
however, to have dismissed the subject from
his thoughts, and talked of following the ex-
amplo of Charles V. He said, “‘I am not the
first statesman whose dreams have ended in a
monastery.”
